THE STATUE OF LIBERTY.

HOW IT WAR MADE AND PUT IR FLACE.

The New York Zribune thus re
views the history of the great work of
M. Bartholdi whioh was wnveiled on
Thursday of last week in the New
York harbor.

The history of the Bartholdi statae
from fir<t to lagt is a cheokered one aud
goes baok through all sorts of delays
aud difficultios for almost twenty years.
It was, strangely enongh, just at the
alose of the disastrous war with Ger-
many and while the horrors of the
Commune were still raging in Paris
that M. Labonlaye, the founder of the
French-Amorican Union, first definite
ly bronched his patriotio project of
building in this country s joint memo-
rinl of the struggles ol the Freach and
Americans in the Revolation, and sont
the young sculptor Bartholdi to the
United States o find, if possible, some
guitable and bhappy iden. The first
stiguestion of the statue, perhaps, dates
still further back to a dinver given un-
der the Empire by M. Laboulaye at his
country house, Glaviguy, wear Ver-
snilles,

AL LANOULAYE'S HOPES AND FANOIES.

It was st that dinner at Glavigoy in
18858, ma Bartholdi himself says, that
Lis mind was first tuened in the divee-
tion it was alterward so devoledly and
enthusiastically to follow. The after-
dinner talk of M. Luboulaye’s guests
e falien apon gratitnde between na
tions.  Some one gaid that such i thing
ne national gratitude could not exist,
Italy no longer folt grateful for the
good ofticers of France in 1850 even
with the Upited States France could
no more count on the remembrance of
the past.

This M. Laboulaye stontly protested
against.  Whatever mught be the case
with ltaly, he said, with Amerion
FranceZhad still a greater sympathy
than with any European nation, Amer-
ica's feeling toward Irance, too, was
not one of simple gratitude. It was
based on the remembrance of a com-
munity of thought and strnggles and
aspirations.  Aod  when hearts had
onoe beaten together something always
remained behind among nations s
among individuals, T, he contin-
ued, was the basis of the sentiment
felt in the United States toward
France,n sentiment honorable to Amer-
joans ns well as French, and if 2 mon-
wment weie Lo be built in America as
a memorial of inaependence it would
he most natural to have it built by =
united effort, to make it the cominon
work of both nations.

Five yoars after, in the midst of the
war with Germany, Bartholdl found
himself recurring ngain to this con-
versation. The war was soon over and
his nutive provinee, Alsace, shut against
him. Ile resolved to travel for a year
and visit the country in which his in-
terest had been so sharply aronsed.
In n mouth or two he found himself
mzain at M. Laboulaye's house near
Versnilles, With him were M. Lafa-

vette, Heori Marting Remuosat, Volow-
ski and Detsaspario.  The talk turmed
onoe more on the feeling of Awcrica
for France. M. Laboulaye took up
his old views ngain and declared that
without & doubit by 1876 there would
be a strong paciotie and French move.
went 1 America.

“(30 to see that country,” he said to
Bartholdi.  “You will study it, and
bring back your impressions. Iro-
pose to our friends over thm"u to muke
4 mondment i oommen in remem-
brance of the ancient friendship be-
tween France and the United States.
We will take up a subsoription in
France. If you find a happy idea, we
are convineed that it will be successful
on both eontinents, and we shall do a
work which will have a far-reaching
moral effeot.”

Bartholdi wlls all this in his modest
hittle sketoh of the work of the French
Committee.  And in these two conver-
sations at M. Laboulaye's the germ of
the Frenel-American Union's  project
may be found.

BARTHOLIN'S VISIT TO AMERICA,

The senlptor thought over some
plans for the proposed  monument on |
the way out, but only hazily. Sudden.
ly, one beautiful spring  morning,
steaming up through the Narrows into
New York Bay, the moment of inspi-
ration came and the sculptor saw in
faney the majestie figure of Liberty
towering with ber toreh over the has-
tlons of ald Fort Wood, lighting the
crowded barbor, with its tributary riv
ers and the wast, blackhived cilies on
their borders, the very image of o
teeming, popinons ministure world,
With all bis travels in America that
impression  grew only  sharper  and
more defiped.  Defors returning  to
France he made a water color drawing
of the Statae of Liberty on Bedlow's
Island,and hilil'ﬁ;llli: it Lo yarions Lrl"lnl-
inent wen in America, in the Union
League Clab in New York more par-
tieularly and lo Philadelphin—to whom
M. Luboulaye had given him lotters of
mtroduction, he #pon  dissovered that
e gould look for support in the Uuited
States—that, a8 he says, the drafu
drawn by the Freonoh Committee on
Americon sentiment would not be pro-
wsted. M. Laboolaye had had some
correspondence alrealdy with John Jay
and others regpecting the monument 3
but though the interest which Barthol-
di mentions was no doubt mronsed, no
formul netion was taken uwotil the
seulpror's sevond visiy hiere,

PHE FREXCH-AMERICAN 1INION.

Going back 1o France, Hartholdi ran
over his impressions o ML Laboulaye
wiiid his friends, aod lara before thean
the plan for o statue in New York
harbor. They sdopted iv with enthisi
psms A committes wis organized nn-
der the name of the Freneh-American
Upion, sand Bartholdi sol 10 work to
make his fiest models.  The full plan
of the Upion was made pubilic at the
and of INT4, and subseription lists
wore  soon  olrenlsting llll'lluuhlll‘
Fiance. A good dedl of money camo
in ut onee sud more was promised.

Bartholdi himself came over in that
year as one of the French jury for the
exhibition.

ment of the relief sent to Paris after
the miege, and which now standa in
Union Square, gave him an o{-'rortunl
ty to push matters among his New
York fricnidas,

A call for a meeting at the Contory
Club was issued by Q\'illinm M. Ev
arts, John Jay, W, IL. Wickbam, 8. D,
Babeock, William I Appleton and
Richard Butler. There the plan of
the French committee was talked over
with Bartholdi and Rochambean and
an American committee was organized.
Mr. Evarts was its chairman and Iich-
ard Butler its seoretary.  Snb.commit-
tees were appointed and weekly meet-
ings wers lield for & ume. The ques.
tion of procuring legislation from Con-
gress was the most important,

After some drawbacks and delays, a
Joiot resolution was introduced aceept.
g the statne and setting apnrt o site
an either Governor's or Bedlow's Is-
lond for the statue, aud on February
22, 1877, it passed both Hounses, (Gen-
eral W. 1. Sherman was sent on to de-
cide botween the two, and wisely con-
firmed DBartholdi's choice. Fort Wood
wis given up o8 s military poat and
turned over to the use of the Ameri.
can commitles.

TARDY GROWTH OF THE 8TATUE.

Bartholdi went back to France in
the fall of 1876 The political crisis
that vame toward the end of MacMa-
hon's Presidency had had a disastrous
effoct on the affairs of the French-
American Union.  Subsoriptions had
ulmost ceased to come in and word was
sent to the American committen that
the work on the foundation and pedes
tal of the statue bad better be post-
poned for a year or two, It was not
until 1879 that money enough was
raised in Frauce to psy the bare ex-
penses of the work on the statue,

In 1874, however, Barthoidi, san-
guine and undounted as ever, exconted
the head for the Paris Exposition.
T'he other parts followed at intervals,
and by July, 1880, the French com.
mittee saw 1ts way clear to report suh.
stantinl progress to the American com-
mittee and to fix a probable date for
the completion of the statue, On Oc-
tober 24, 1881, the snniversary of the
surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown
all the picoes of the framework and of
the base were put in place, and Levi
P. Morton, then United States Minister
to France, was invited to drive the riv-
et of the firkt picce which was to be
mounted, The statue was nearly fin-
ished in 1883, but the work on the pe-
destal here was so backward that it
wad decided to leave the completed
goddess on exhibition for awhile in
*aris.

Finally, on July 4,1884,Count Ferdi-
nand de Lesseps, who had suoccceded
M. Laboulaye as President of the
French Committee, turned the statue
over formerlly to the United States
through Mr, Morton. It stood six
months longer waiting for the comple-
tion of the pedestal. It seemed for a
time that it would have to wait torev-
er, and the work of taking it down was
begun in Jaouary, 1885, with many
misgivings. The pieces were packed
carefully in 210 cases and stowed on
board the French man-of-war Isere at
Rouen, The statue was insured for
about half its value.

The Isere had an extremely rough
voyage and had o put back once to
Rouen to eseape a storm.  Ontside the
hgrbor of New York she was met by
the French North Atlantic Squadron,
under Admiral La Combe, and escort-
ed into the bay with flying colors.
The Isere reached New York o June,
1855, The pieces of the siatue were
lightered over to Bedlow’s Tsland and
were stored there until May last, when
the work ot setting up the great cop-
per goddess for the last time was begun,

THE AMERICAN COMMITTEE'S TRIALS.

The Ameriean committee could do
nothing, of course, after obtmning the
grant of & site from Congress, but wait
for the signal from M. Bartholdi aad
his friends 1o break ground for the
statue's pedestal.  In 1882 some pre-
A publio
meeting was held in the Academy of
Music on November 2% of that year,
and the taking of sabseriptions was
pushed vigorously,

The New York Legislature passed a
bill appropriming %50,000 for the work
on the pedestal,  But Governor Clave-
land  wvetoed it 1o the great disgust
of the muungers of the Pedestal Fund,
as upconstitutional. A still greater
disappointment came with the winter
of 1884-5. A bill appropriating 8100-
000 was introdoced during the short
session of Congress, and failed through
the neglect of the Committes on Ap-
proprigtions to insert the item in thoir
final report,

Waoark on the foundation ioside the
olil fort. was begun in the spring of
1888, and the foandstion iwsell was
finished betore the end of thay year,
In the spring of 1884 the corner-stone
of the pedestal was Iaid, aod a fow
tiers of granite were added now and
then from wmoenth to month, The first
bit of enthusissm was over, and the
cubsoription list huog fire, Statuettes
nud photographs were struck off by
the committes and offered for sale, buat
the returnes grew smaller and smaller,
One hundred and seventy-five thouns-
and dollars had been raised by the
summer of 1884, and the committee's
orsiasive powers were apparently ox.
musted,  Its run of bad luck could
nat e bhroken,

In March, 1885, when the statne was
almost ready for shipment, and the
Awmerican  committee, in n state of
thickening despair, the New York

World  unexpeetedly  undertook o
raise the 100000 still peeded, and
opened a subsoription list of itk own
for that purpose. By July a total of
X102, 00689 was turned Into the Pe-
destal Fund.  This tided the commit-
tee avor the full nnd winter of 1885,
and served, indeed, o finish the mns-
sive pedestal in April, 1856,

Tha iron framework and braces tor
the support of the slatue were put up
in Muy and June, and on July 12ih
the work on the copper plating ftself
was begui, Many of the huge pleces
boxed up so long, shaken about in so
many handiings and exposed 1o s great
varlety of temperatures, had flattened
out of their original sbape. There
Wis o great deal of delay from thwe o
vime in reforming thew, and the sum-

mer was nearly goue before the god-

dess’ skirta even weeo fitted fairly to
her waist.

For the last month or more almost
daily note has been made of the slow
progress of riveting the vast copper
sheathes together and the gradual
softening of the heavy lines and sur
[nces which looked wo coarse and vague
aground, to the ensy, graceful, ary
symmetry of the nplanrﬂrﬂguw e it
now stands. The statue was practi-
cally finished on October 16, From
that day, at least, the American com-
mittee will always date its firet mo
ment of relief,

THE SITE AND THE FOUNDATION

Bartholdi himself chose Bedlow's Is.
land fiftoen years ago for the site of
his great monument.  No spot, in faot,
could have been n happier one for the
purpose.  From the shores of the Bay
tha level islet looks like the mers pata:
ral base of the vast statue and ita sol.
id faced pedestal.

Cut away from nny rival ohjects
large or small, dwarfed or dwarfing,
the colossal figure stunds clearly agaiost
the free back-ground of water, land
and sky, blendiug with them ensily and
simply, like an image drawn, as tho
goddess 1#, on their own sesle, And
if the great bronze figure fits, like one
of its own rivets in the copper sheath,
into the surronndings of sea and sky,
the granite pedestal finda aromly-mmis
support to the double star-shaped inner
walls of old Fort Wood

The base of the pedestal is almest
hidden from the outside behind them,
and when the old parade ground is
filled in, and the sodded torrace slopes
geolly downward from the crown of
the foundation over them to the wea
wall below, their tops will make an
onay bronk balt-way where the stair-
cascd will broaden ont into spacious
platforms, and benches will be ranged
for loiterers in the plensant weather.
The outworks of the fort have disap-
peared ; 80 have the powder-houses
and the sally-ports, he bastions
themselves will soon be buried in the
dirt, Oaly the small sea battery with
ith guns freshly polished for dsplay,
net use, will be left to remind one in a
yenr or two that Bedlow's Island was
onoe & Govertment post.

The bulk of the pedestal's founda-
tion will, of course, be out of sight
when the landscape gardener has fin-
ished his work on the approaches to
the statue, It starts, in fact, beneath
the old parade groond, at thirteen feet
above the mean low water mark. In
shapo it is something like & truneated
pyramid, with a gentle slope.
It does not rise, however, with a
continnous wall, but with & series of
great layers of conerete, each one s
trifle emaller than the ove it rests up-
on. The top reaches up above the fort
walls fifty-two feet ten inches from the
base.  There is no break to the very
top.

A WELL BUILT PEDESTAL.
The pedestal proper av 1s base s
sixty-two feet square, and beging at an
elevation above tide-water or sixty-five
feet. 1In the middle of each face, just
on & leval with the proposed terraoce,
is & doorway, five feet wide and thir-
tecn feet bigh.  On each side of every
door is a projecting disk of stone on
which the arms of the United States
and of France will be cut in relief.
Above the doors is a broad band of
#tone ranuing arcand the pedestal and
broken into forty smooth faced medal-
lious, ten on each side, on which the
coats-of-arms of the various States will
probably be placed.  Still higher than
the medallions are four large panels,
twenty-three feet and six inches long
nnd five feet and three inches from top
Lo bottom.  These will also be covered
with sppropriate inscriptious snd  de-
igns.

Where the walls join again there is

a jutting frieze of plain yranite, srown-
ed with a low open baleony on which
four doors open again from the shaft
within, Here the third section begins,
The walls contract several feet, though
the baleony rail breaks the sharpuess
ef the effect from below. Iy is buta
few tiers now to the top of the pedes.
tal, bid from view by the rich drapery
of the goddess's tunie.  The topmost
platform is thirty-nine feet and four
and three vighths inches square and
134 feet above low-water mark,
The pedestal is in its way a most
graceful  and modest structure, 1 is
neither monotonons or heavy, nand has
bheen made to look smaller than it
really is.  The goddess, in fact gains
in point of elevation by this BUIPTEss.
ion, and towers over everything  slse,
but the effect is in no way forced or
stilt-like. The soft gray shade of tle
wdestal blends well with the reddish
rown of the copper, and the whiteness
of the rongh quoios shows far aoross
the water in the slanting rays of the
enrly morning or late afterncon sun
The granite used is from a quarry on
Leste's [sland in Connecticut, and the
size of the Llocks made the building of
the pedestal one of the heaviest pivoes
of masonary ever undertaken about
New York. Geuveral Charles 17, Stone
was the chief engineer of the work,
Richard M. Hunt the arocitect, and
David H. King, Jr, the builder, The
